WASHINGTON. 
VERY ENCOURAGING. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Nov. 4.—The Republic- 
ans feel more hopeful to-night in regard to suc- 
cess in the Northern States than at any previous 
day of the campaign. Private advices from all 
quarters, from the Chairmen of the State and 
County Committees, and from speakers who 
have been prominent in the work of the can- 
vase, agree in predicting a very marked Repub- 
lican triumph. A telegram from Boston gives 
as the fina! result of the reports received by the 
State Committee up to Saturday night of the 
progress of the canvass which it has been 
conducting a pleurality of 80,000 for Talbot. 
The lowest estimates received of the majority 
over Butler place it at from 15,000 to 20, 000. 
A considerable development of Greenback 
strength is expected in New Hampshire. Out- 
side of that State great confidence is felt that 
it will be found to possess 

VERY LITTLE STRENGTH. 

The Republicans look with confidence to at 
least evenly dividing the Connecticut delega- 
tion, by earrying two districts, and regard 
the probabilities for carrying; three as very 
good. There is a strong belief that the Repub- 
licans will control five of the eight districts ip 
New Jersey. Pennsylvania is regarded as cer- 
tainly Republican by a handsome majority; and 
a gain of two Congressmen is thought to be 
certain. The same gain in Congressmen is ex- 
pected in New York State, and Republicans, as

copy some days since, and I must say that it seems 
more a special pleading for public opinion and 
sympathy than anything that looks to the righting 
of my wrongs. I have no confiaence in an investi- 
gation which may be made by men who aided and 
abetted in the wrong, and fail to see in what way 
an investigation by the Solicitor caw gain anything 
now that the matter is under investigation by the 
United States Court. It is ‘ho judicial remedy 
I ask of you, but simply, as Chief Magistrate, to 
inform tnose men (who are the prominent Demo- 
crates in Williamsburg County) that these things 
must stop.

AN ACCOUNT AT LAST.

But the whites 
over there are indulging in crimination and re- 
crimipation likely to result in their killing some 
of themselves. They are scrambling for office 
now among themselves, pone regretting the 
killing of the negroes. It was a terrible 
slaughter of negroes. The Natchez Democrat 
and other papers try to smooth it over, but

NO USE TRYING TO HIDE IT. 
They killed thirty-six in one charge, with cannon 
chiefly, and I neard the report of cannon during 
two days. I know | heard at this distance fil- 
teen reports, and for four days and nights they 
were riding the country over, hanging and 
shooting. You could.see negroes hanging on 
the roadsides all over Teosas and a part of Con- 
cordia. I saw parties that bad seen several. 
When the whole truth is told, 200 at least were 
killed. Every effort ts being made to keep 
down the truth, for fear that it will injure the 
Democracy in the November elections in the 
North.”

THE PALL MALL GAZETTE MUCH TORN UP BY 
MR. BVARTS’ LETTER. 


Lonpow, Nov. 4.—The Pall Mall Gazette in its 
leading editorial article says: That the Unit- 
ed States should choose this precise moment to 
publish what seems from a telegrapbic summa- 
ry to be a rather threatening dispatch, address- 
ed by Secretary Evarts to American-Minister 
Welsh, can scarcely be regarded as accidental. 
All the world can see that we have on our hands 
just now quite as much as we can well deal 
with, and a really friendly Power, with a griev- 
ance like that, whilst holding to its position, 
would refrain from casting the matter in an 
irritating way before the public until our affairs 
bad assumed a more peaceful aspect. At any 
rate, this is what, according tothe admirers of 
the Alabama arbitration, we might certainly 
bave expected from America. The truth is that, 
while the very party with which the bargain 
was made still holds office in the United States, 
the first opportunity is seized to make a point 
against us, just when it reckoned that other dif- 
ficulties may force us to give way. Nothing 
else was to be expected, and, for our own part. 
we are inclived to thank Evarts for teaching our 
countrymen that nations, generally, are no more 
inclined to forego their advantages over one 
another in the nineteenth century than in the 
eighteenth, seventeenth, sixteenth, or first. Let 
sentimentalists blame Evarts, for be bas disap- 
pointed them, not us. American pewspapers of 
all shades of political opinion, without giving a 
moment’s consideration, let us bope, to the 
fact that the quarrel has nothing whatever to 
do with the award of $5,500,000 made in favor of 
Canada at Halifax, come forward at once with 
the contenWion that this money, due and long 
overaue to us, 

MUST NOT BE PAID 
until, and unless, this pew difference ts settled in 
a way they think right. Nine million dollars of 
the Alabama indemnity still remain without any 
reasonable claimant, and here are $5,500,000 
more to be retained. We should have supposed 
that the Americans could scarcely afford to re- 
call attention to various matters relating to the 
Washington Treaty, and the mannerin which 
its provisious have been carried out. But then 
we, too, bave a little sentiment about us, for, 
in truth, the whole story is one of continuous 
attempts at evasion, and evasion of a somewhat 
shabby kind; and, curiously enough, advantage 
was taken of the lecai regulations of the State 
of New York to avoid compliance with one of 
the most important stipulations of the treaty 
in favor of the Canadian shipping. Therefore, 
Lord Salisbury has open to him 

SOME VERY PERTINENT RETORTS. 
But two wrongs do not make a right, and if it 
appears that the Newfoundlanders, who do not 
form part of the Dominion, bad no right to take 
the law into their own hands, in view of the ar- 
rangements entered into on their behalf, of 
course compensation will have to be made. 
When, however, the Americans argue that the 
whole fishery question may have to be reopened, 
we are at liberty to disregard what they say, or 
we might answer that. if so, some otber points 
would have to be reconsidered at the same time. 
Thus it would be at least arguable on the part 
of the Canadians that 
VERY SERIOUS CLAIMS 
for monstrous injuries inflicted by the Ameri- 
can citizens on British subjects during the Fe- 
nian raids should again be put forward, since, 
according to every recoguized principle of in- 
ternational law, the United States were to the 
fullest. extent responsible for those outrages. 
We mention that, however, only to show bow 
troublesome it is to go too far back in euch 
matters, and to mix up questions which ought 
to be kept separate. It may be possible that 
Lord Salisbury bas taken up a faise position 
with respect to local or other rights of New- 
foundiand, though, since he had all the facts be- 
fore him, aud the knowledge that he was dealing 
with a very thorny question, we may fairly hope 
that be has not done so. But, in any case, we 
shall have the satisfaction of knowing that, 
whatever discredit there may be in the talk of 
keeping money back, or in suddenly springing 
the diplomatic mines at an awkward time, it is 
not ours.”

BRITISH PREPARATIONS. , 

The latest military intelligence states that 
troops have been warned both in Cal¢utta and 
Bombay. In the latter place arrangements are 
being made for twenty-five special trains, car- 
rying 5,000 troops aud twenty-four gyns, most 
of them for Mooltan. The . under 
orders include the First and Third rkb 
Fighth Native Infantry, Ninth Queen's, Seco 
Battalion Sixteenth Foot, Fifteenth Hussars, 
and the Tepth Bengal Lancers. As an iilus- 
tration of the military ardor of the native 
troops it is reported that when Rattray’s Sikhs, 
quartered near Calcutta, were foformed on pa- 
rade that they had received orders to pro- 
ceed to the frontier, they chetred the 
intelligence to the echo with the wild¢st enthu- 
siasm. Troops are being pushed on s fast as 
possibile both for Thull and for Questa, while 
large reserves are coucentrafing at Mo jitan. It 
is anticipated now that there will be bree col- 
umns of attack. The largest, consist hg of up- 
wards of 35,000 men, will be led by jhe Com- 
mander-in-Chief in person, and will ‘make the 
main attack on Cabul by forcing th 
The Thuli column will co-operate by (ge Kuram 
route, while the Quetta column wilh take and 
hold Candahar. This, of course, nothing 
more than report and inference 111 n from 
the movements of troops. The mintary au- 
thorities are most anxious to guard 
against the publication of the’ intended 
lines of attack, as the Ame is said 
to be kept perfectly advised th the 
means of spies of every publication of an in- 
tended movement. Gen. Chamberlain is suffer- 
ing from Feshawur fever, and will be unable, it 
is stated, to take the field. He will be enabled, 
nevertheless, to render valuable assistance in 
war counsels and general consultations as to 
strategic movements. 

Regiments from Lucknow and Jhansi have 
received notice to bold themselves in immediate 
readiness to move; the Ninth Lancers, Tenth 
Hussars, Seventy-second Highlanders, Eighbty- 
fifth Licht Infantry, Twenty-fourth Native In- 
fantry, and a strong additional force of artillery 
bave received orders. At Rawul Pindi, the 
Eighth Foot, Thirteenth Bengal Cavalry, Twen- 
ty-first and Eleventh Native Infantry, have 
been warned. Jamrood has been strongly 
fortified and reinforced by seven regiments 
and three batteries, including a 40-pound- 
er battery. The road is to de thoroughly 
repaired from Peshawur to 5 aud the 
troops for Quetta from the Northwest Provinces 
and the Punjab are to be pusbed on by the 
Indus Valley Raitway to Khanpore, in the 
Bhawalpore State, about thirty miles below 
Mooltan: thence they will proceed some fifteen 
miles to Chachur, on the banks of the Indus, 
where a pontoon bridge will be established. 
This route is said to be much shorter than that 
by Mooltan and Dera Gbazi Khan. All men 
have been recalled to their regiments; sick men 
and women and children are ordered to proceed 
from Pesbawur at once to Nowshera. The 
Rifle Brigade are ordered to Nowshera. Forts 
Micboi, Abazai, and Shubkuddur are imme- 
diately to be reinforced by European in- 
fantry and vative cavairy, and troops 
bave been moved out trom Peshawar 
and epcamped half-way to Jamrood in 
order to support that fort ju the event of its 
being attacked by the Ameer’s forces. The 
column of advance on Quetta is estimated at 
about 900 British and 3,100 native soldiers, with 
4,000 camp followers. The native regimentsare 
reported far short of this strength. All regi- 
ments take with them thirty days’ supplies, 
and are described as fully and wel! equipped. 
Allis reported now quiet at Quetta, but it is 
stated that Maj. Sandeman bad been com- 
pelled to attack an Omurzae village with the 
First Punjab and a mountain battery, and that 
he had succeeded in capturing sixty-five horses, 
ofthe value of 20,000 rupees, and had brought 
in four head men as hostages. This village is 
said, however, to be on debatable land, other- 
wise it would appear to indicate an unsettled, 
if Ht hostile, feeling. The field batteries from 
Hyderabad and Kurachi have received im- 
mediate order to proceed to Mooltan, and large 
depots are being formed at this spot and Rajan- 
pur. 

THE RUSSIAN MISSION TO CABUL. 

Parts, Oct. 20.—From a Tashkend letter in 
the Auski Mir on the Afghan mission to Tash- 
kend to thank Gen. Kaufman for sending Gen. 
Stolietef— to Cabul, it appears that the latter 
left Samarcand, where he had awaited ftnstruc- 
tions, on the 14th of July. It isto be presumed, 
therefore, that the Russian Government tele- 
graphed to him on the th, the very day the 
treaty of Berlin was signed—in other words, 
that the mission to Afghanistan was a set-off to 
the treaty. The letter describes the mission as 
designed to “form direct commercial relations 
as well with Afghanistan as with India, and to 
express our gratitude to Shere Ali for his atti- 
tude towards Russia during the Russo-Turkish 
war.” It represents the Ameer’s troops at 
Cabul as 40,000 strong, mostly with uniforms, 
the infantry armed with English rifles, and the 
artillery having a number of breechload- 
ing guns. It mentions, but declines to vouch 
for, a rumor that the Ameer’s Envoy, for whom 
bapdsome presents were destined, proceeded to

RELIGIOUS. 


THE METHODISTS. 

The regular weekly session of the Methodist 
Preachers’ Meeting of the Northwest was beld 
yesterday morning at No. 57 Washington street, 
Presiding Elder Willing in the chair. After the 
usual devotional exercises, the order of the day 
was taken up, the question for discussion beine 
„The Proper Scope ol This Preachers Meeting,” 
and the Rev. M. M. Parkhurst leading in the 
same. He referred to the two prevailing ideas 
as to what the meeting should be, viz.: the 
social idea and the thorough-work idea, and ran 
over the arguments adduced on both sides. His 
own thought was, that the meeting could not 
be made a permanent success unless time and 
hard work were given to the discussion of sub- 
jects of real general interest, so that the 
preachers would 3 it paid to come. Be- 
lieving, as he did, euch a meeting was for a 
discussion of general subjects, he, had always 
opposed the idea of excluding the: representa- 
tives of the press. He .had always noticed that 
the reporters used great discretion, and pub- 
lished nothing that was of a personal, private, 
or family character. 

Elder Boring, who has a feeling against report- 
ers, was in favor of baving the Secretary give 
the press what he chose to give. it wasn’t a 


| public put a private, a family, meeting, and he 


didn’t see that the pulilic had any interest in it. 
He thought there was a chance for improve- 
ment in the church polity, but if he should have 
to be put upon the record he should simply re- 
train from taking part in the discussions which 
might come up. He had read the reports in the 
papers of meetings which he had not attended, 
and he had to confess that reports did not 
impress him favorably. 

r. Parkhurst slyly suggested that the fault 
perhaps lay in the preachers’ meeting and not 
in the reports. 

Elder Boring replied that, if that was the 
case, it was all tue more reason for not publish- 

those reports, 

r. Hatfield, while not averse to having any- 
thing he said 2 before the public by the 
newspapers, rather inclined to the view, on the 
whole, that it would be advisable for the Secre- 
tary to furnish the press reports. in the amount 
of the space which the papers could devote to 
these meetings, it was hardly possible to do 
them justice, and there were occasional mis- 
revresentations in the pablished reporte,—some- 
times no doubt from the factthat the reporters 
were not familiar with the Methodist system of 
doing business, and therefore easily 
fell into errors, and, at other 
times, from the inherent reportorial 
desire to turn something or other 
into sensational shape rather at the expense of 
the meetings. He was opposed in these meet- 
ings to considering applications for financial 
ald, tending. as they did, to divert attention 
from the proper business of the meeting which, 
in his opinion, was the discussion of interesting 
topics bringing out the best thought of the 
members. He also favored the social idea in 
connection with the other, and suggested that 
it might become an interesting feature for one 
or more of the brethren to give abstracts, or 
outlines, of the sermons they had preached the 
4 before. 

Jr. Edwards thought the meetings could be 
made interesting and profitable by the bringing 
ub for discussion of live, current, every-day, 
practical topics. He was not in favor of any 
star-chamber business, but, if the meetings were 
to be open, the discussions should be such as to 
interest the public. He liked nothing better 
than a breeze, anyway, fora live discusssion of 
some interesting topic was always productive of 
much good * 

The Secretary, the Rev. Mr. Marsh, asked to 
be excused from being made the official re- 
porter. He had served in that capacity once, 
and the result was a breeze such as he never de- 
sired to see again. 

The Rey. Mr. Patten, speaking on the ques- 
tion of having the meetings open, said he liked 
to have the reporters present. and, when a 
brother got up in the meeting and spilled haif 
over, be ought to be rebuked. 

At this point the Rev. Dr. Thomas came in, 
took his seat, and seemed to become considera- 
bly interested in the subject under discussion. 

Dr. Williamsor favored the idea of spiritual 
meetings once a month. and suggested that Bi- 
bie-readings be made a feature of those meet- 
ings. 

Elder Boring again expressed himself on the 
subject of excluding the reporters, and an- 
nounced, clearly and decidedly, that he was in 
favor of baving an official reporter, as Mr. Marsh 
had once been, even if it did raise a breeze. 

The Rev. Mr. Parkhurst thought it woula be 
a desirable thing to pay some attention to the 
matter of the cost of educating young men for 
the ministry, which at present was too great, 
and productive of a gyod deal of hardship. 

Dr. Thomas said he thought the Church gen- 
erally sought to bring its educational advantages 
within reasonable expenses. There was, in his 
opiion, a sufficient competition between the 


different schools—political, law, and divinity— | 


to regulate this matter, aud he did not think it 
was creditable to the young men who wanted to 
study for the ministry that the Church shoula 
take them in its hands in any such 
public way as trying to cut down the 
prices, as if they could not get through 
themselves. It seemed to him that any one 
who had that in him which would make a man 
of him would work his way through, inside or 
outside, some way or other. There was such a 
thing as looking on these young men as depend- 
ents. He would say, let them take the rub, 
rough and tumble, and, if the Church could 
help them, why then it would be proper enough 
to do so. But there was such a thing as being 
too tender with them. As to the devotional 
1 nobody enjoyed one more than he 
did, and he would like, often, if tnere were 
more of the devotional spirit and less talk. But 
there was such a thing as having more 
devotion, in a formular sense, than 
there was any need of for the soul. 
There was sucha thing as tiring men out and 
working them down. Working as he did, for 
inrtance, sixteen hours out of twenty-four every 
day in the week, and working hard al) day Sun- 
day, he did not feel that he particularly needed 
a prayer-meeting Monday morning. His faith 
was serene, and so was his trust in God, and he 
trusted his work to him. He should like to 
meet any brother, and sit down a moment and 
worship with bim, but he would rather have 
something a little restful and cheering. After 
working all the week and ali day Sunday, ne 
did not want to come to these meetings and go 
into any heavy discussions. What tired the 
ministers, as well as other people in this world, 
was the wear on the same piace, the strain on 
the ‘same faculties. In his opinion 
it would be quite well for tbe 
meeting to widen the sphere of its 
work and to grapple with the thought of the 
day. Many interesting books were coming out 
which might be reviewed, and many interesting 
events in history and in the religious world 
might come up in the meeting with very great 
propriety, and the disenssions, be thought, 
would prove to be very interesting. And yet 
he would like to meet with the brethren and 
have the proper amount of devotion... He did 
not think it should de looked upon as an evi- 
dence of backsliding, or anything of that sort, 


when a member did not come to the devotional. 


meeting, becagse, as he had stated, there was 
so tuuch Of the devotional character in a minis- 
ter’s weekly labors, As for bimseif, he was 
not able to attend all the meetings, because 
he generally went out of the city Mondays. 
Yet he did think it would be a good thing to 
have one of those meetings once a month, pro- 
vided it wasn’t crowdtu too much with devotion. 

At this point it was stated that the order of 
business provided for these monthly devotional 
meetings, and tne general sentiment seemed to 
be that the order ought to stand. 

The Rev. Dr. Hatfield suggested the discus- 
sion of such live topics as the policy of the 
Government towards the Indians and the Mor- 
mons, and was sure that something on‘ this or- 
der occasionally would be interesting as well as 
profitable. Several brothers expressed their 
entire assent with this. 

Dr. Edwards, Mr. Parkhurst, and Dr. Hat- 
field had something further to say about the 
hardships of the young men, and gave instances 
coming under their “Own observation, which 
went to show that their ideas on this subject 
were by no means ex@e¢gerated.

CONGREGATIONALISTS. 
The Congregationalists of Chicago and vicini- 


ty are Calvinists. This fs the result reached by 


the discussions of yesterday at the meeting of 


the Pastors’ Union. The subject for discussion 


was ‘‘ Predestination.”’ 
the great reformer was accepted as the truth by 


a large majority. The following were some of 


the views expressed: Ur. Boardman began by 
discriminating between fate and chance. Fate 
was power blindly pursuing its course regard- 


less of moral ends: Ohance was power exerting 


itself without law and without purpose. 
Christian theism holds the doctrine of predesti- 
nation as a mean between these two extremes. 
God bas ends to reach in this world. He 
reaches them through law, and in so far partakes 
of the nature of fate. He also adjusts his work 
to circumstances, and thus has the flexibility of 
chance. Predestination waa the decrees of ¢ 

as applied to moral beings. The Doctor further 
armed that predestingie® was proved by 
science, history, and the Bible. There was also 
necessarily implied in the of God's fore 
knowledge—the N hy phesy, and the 
leading facts of Christian experience. 

Dr. Goodwin bad na n whatever on 
the subject. It was a matter of faitu with him, 
and uot of philosophy. The- Scriptures plainly 
taught the doctrine and that was the end of it. 

Prof. Fisk felt keenly the ebjections to the 
doctrine. He could not see tow the decrees of 
God could be barmopized with human freedom 
and responsibility. He had heard many at- 
tempts at an adjugtment between the seeming 
contradictory truths, but was never quite satis- 
fied. His maturing convictions were more apa 
more in accord with the leading positions of 
John Calvin. 

The Rev. Mr. Little confessed himself a firm 
Calvinist. Not only so, but to him the doctrine 
of predestivation was a strong consolation 
and hope.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Lloyd believed the doctrine be- 
cause the Bible seems to teach it. But he 
thought there was a general gkepticism on the 
subject in the pew. 

Une passage alone from he Bible established 
the doctrine in the mind of Dr. Savage. It was 
in Acts, ii., 23: « Him being delivered by the 
determinate council and foreknowledge of God, 
ye have taken and by wicked hand have slain.“ 

The Rey. E. F. Williams held the doctrine 
firmly. He held it because the highest reason 
taught it, the most enlightened scieuge indorsed 
it, and the most clear declarations of the Word 
of God expressed it. He knew, however, that 
most church members were Arminoians. He 
thought the fact due toa reaction against the 
extreme views of Divine sovereignty held bv 
the preceding generation of ministers in New 
England. 

The Rev. Mr. Brewster, of Blue Island, wished 
to be known as an exception among Congrega- 
tionalists. He was not a Calvinist, but an Ar- 
minian. Men were either in the hands of God, 
or of the Devil, or in their own hands. He be- 
heved he was in his own hands. 

The discussion was a most animated one in 
places, The evidence seems to be that the Con- 
gregational ministers of the Chicago Associa- 
tion are losing none of the convictions which 
constituted the faith of their Puritan ancestors. 

CHURCH OF THE MPSSIAH. 

The Rev. Breoke Herford preached a very in- 
teresting, and, as the sequel showed, a very ef- 
fective, sermon Sunday morning from the 
words of David: “I have set my affection to 
the house of my God.“ The Church of the 
Messiah, like many another religious edifice in 
this city, is groaning under a weary burden of 
debt, and its usefulness is in consequence 
seriously impaired. The pestor and Trustees, 
appreciating this fact, determined upon a strong 
and united effort to lift the Society out of its 
slough of despond and place it fairly and firmly 
on solid ground once more. The plea of the 
pastor was eloquent indeed, and the purse- 
strings of the congregation were loosened in 
response to his persuasive words. ‘The Society 
has a mortgage debt of $25,000, which is amply 
provided for * the property owned 
by it on the est Side, but there is 
a bonded and floating indebtedness of 
some $20,000 which must be met by 
the 15th of December. It was to raise funds to 
wipe out this latter indebtedness that the special 
effort was made yesterday. At the conclusion 
of the sermon the subscriptions began to roll in. 
Among the largest contributions were the fol- 
lowing: Mrs. Jerome Seecher gave $3,000; Mr. 
Jerome Beecher gave $1,000 for himself and 
$2,000 for his children; 2 Nelson gave 
81,000; Mr. A. J. McFariand, $1,000; Mr. Jobu- 
son, $1,000; the pastor, Mr. Herford, $1,000; 
George P. Gore, $1,000; D. B. Shipman, $1,000; 
H. K. Elkins, $1,000; P. A. Newton, 8500; M. 
B. Hull, $500. Others gave sums ranging from 
$250 down to $25. The Ladies’ Congregational 
Society pledged $2,000, At the close Mr. Herford 
announced the gratifying fact that the total 
collections and pledges had amounted to the 
handsome sum of $17,000. A committee was 
appointed, to raise the balance needed. and 
there is no doubt but that they will succeed in 
their endeavors, thus insuring new lite aud in- 
creased usefulness to the Church of the Mes- 
siah, one of the leading and oldest Unitarian 
societies in the Great West. 0

The following affidavits showing up the pri- 
vate character of George E. White, who is a

COL. BOB INGERSOLL. 


His Corner in Gods—What In He Going to 
Do with Them ? 
New York Sun, Nov. 2. 

For more than a week past the proprietors of 
the Old Curiosity Shop, in Broadway, near 
Bleecker street, have been selling out by auc- 
tion their heterogeneous stock of rubbish and 
rarities from all parts of the globe. 

One of the most constant attendants at the 
sale is a portly, well-favored old gentleman, 
dressed in black, who comes early, chooses a 
seat near the auctioneer, and remains to the end 
of the day’s proceedings, watching everything 
with a nervous and slightly quizzical interest. 

This old gentleman is evidently not a nabitu- 
al frequenter of auction-rooms. For the first 
two or three days his manners, though hearty, 
were a little shy and self-conscious, and he 
shrank from the geueral attention which he 
drew upon himself by the singularity of his ac- 
tions. After he had become better acquainted 
with the surroundings, he gained courage, 
spoke up louder when he made a bid, and on 
one or two occasions even ventured to bandy 
jokes with the nimble-tongued auctioneer. 

The gentleman in black is Col. Robert G. 
Ingersoll, of Peoria, III. His presence in this 
city is due to lecture engagements in the neigh- 
borhood, and has no connection with the ses- 
sions of the Millennial Conference. 

Col. Bob Ingersoll attends the auction at the 
Old Curiosity Shop with a well-defined pur- 
pose. He is not engaged in stocking a private 
museum, nor is he particularly interested in 
bric-a-brac or pottery. So long as the auctioneer 
vends Nankeen china, or Aztec jugs, or Tunis- 
ian tobacco pipes, or alleged Satsuma ware, 
Col, Ingersoll either setties back in his seat with 
an air of indifference or impatiently scans his 
catalogue. But as soon as a god is put up to be 
bid for, bis whole manner changes. He is alert 
and eager. He ledns forward iu his chair, his 
face slightly flushed with excitement, and caps 
bid with bid in rapid succession. Everything in 
the shape of a that is offered for sale Bob 
Iugersoll bids ior, without regard to cost. 

As there are several other regular attendants 
with a taste for deities, Col. lngersoll’s reckless 
bidding sometimes meets with lively competi- 
tion. Napoleon Sarony, the photographer, is 
also buying gods, but he selects them on 
esthetic principles and for artistic 1.12 
He bids for only symmetrical gods. Col. In- 
gersoll’s appecite on the other band is omniver- 
ous. The rudest Hindoo idol of baked red 
clay and the most hapdsomely-carved Japanese 
deity, splendid in paint and gold leaf, seem to 
have equal value in his eyes. His theology is 
purely democratic, comprehensive, and impar- 
tial. ‘* A god’s a god fora’ that,“ he whispered, 
as adingy, stapid-faced, and — gt dis- 
reputable Hottentot idol was knocked down to 
him for 87 cents. 

Under the stimulus of Col. Ingersoll’s whole 
sale purchases, Sarony’s competition, and the 
eagerness of an occasional Wall etreet man who 
drops in oo his way up town hoping to buy a 
god short for the adornmentof his mantel- 
piece, the market price of divinities has been 


greatly enhanced sinee the beginning of the 


sale. Styles that brought only seven shillings 
or a dollar on the first day now — run up to 
$2.50 or $2.75 at five-cent jumps. ‘The shrewd 
auctioneer takes advantage of this unexpected 
yogue and dwells eloquently upon the good 
points of the gods he offers, while Col. Inger- 
soll nods acquiescence to all that is said in their 
praise. and never relinquishes the battie until 
the prize is his. 

„Here, uow,“ said the auctioneer on Thursday 
afternoon as his assistant beld up to the light a 
hideous, chocolate-coiored Buddha from Thib- 
et, about two feet high and apparently 200 years 
old,—**now here's something worth shaving. 
How much am | offered for the god!“ 

“ Forty cents.“ ventured a bashful gentleman 
in the rear ot the room. 

„Forty cents! repeated the auctioneer with 
withering scorn. ‘Forty cents for a tine Orien- 
tal deity like that! That god has been wor- 
shiped by hbundreds'of thousands of ingenuous 
and devout heathen. Forty cents! Why, he’s 
worth more than that to put in your haliway to 
frighten off burglars.’’ 

„ Forty-five,” said the abashed gentleman, 
bidding against himself. 

“Well, I'll take it for a starter,“ said the 
auctioneer, “thougb it’s a shame to mention 
forty-five cents in connection with such a god. 
Sec how he blushes himself! Forty-five, tee- 
tive, tee-five, seven-half, sev-naf, sev-naf——”’ 

„Fifty cents,“ said the original bidder. 

The auctioneer’s face wore an injured and 
almost disgusted look. It's very plaiu,“ said he, 
in a confidential but perfectly audible way aside 
to Col. Ingersoll, that these gentlemen don’t 
understand the value of a rea!ly authentic god.” 

“Pll give seventy-five cents for the gag,” 
said Col. Ingersoll, firmly. 

Col. Ingersoll bids seventy-five,’’ said the 
auctioneer. *‘ Now he knows what a god is. 
Seventy-five, tee-five, tee-five,—eighty by half a 
dozen gentiemen in the back of the room,—tee- 
eight, tee-eight, tee-eight——’”’

„Gone! said the auctioneer, after a brief 

ause; “gone to Ingersoll tor one thirty-five.” 

The next exciting episode was over a very 
large Japavese idol of carved wood, in a sitting 
posture, with hands raised in the attitude of 
benediction. This deity wore a handsome red 
cloak trimmed with gold. He wgs carefully 
hoisted up into the glare of the gaslight, and 
auctioneer and audience gazed. upon him in 
siient admiration for fully a minute. 

„Look at him well, ladies and gentlemen,” 
said the auctioneer, lowering his voice to the 
toue of reverence. ‘Observe all his points be- 
fore you begin to bid. Now there's a rare treas- 
ure for some housebold. There's a god that the 
most fastidious purchaser needn’t be ashamed 
of. In all my experience in this line of busi- 
ness it has never been my privilege to offer a 
finer article. What d’ve say, gentlemen! 
Speak up lively. Who’s going to secure the 
goa? How much for the god!“ 

After a resolute and protracted struggle be- 
tween Col. Ingersoll and the Captain of the 
Hudson River steamboat Drew, the Japanese 

odin a red cloak trimmed with gold was 
Coobked down to Ingersoll for $4.95. 

A small copaer idol from Bombay, green with 
rust, went to Col. Ingersoll for three shillings. 
Atter examining it in every part with a pleased 
expression on his face, he wrapped it up care- 
fully in a newspaper and put it into his pocket. 
The little copper god evidently was a bargain. 

A crackleware Chinese god of uncouth shape 
was sold to Col. Ingersoli for $2. It was prob- 
aoly worth thrice that sum at private sale. 

A gaudilv-decorated porcelain idol from Kioto 
went to Coi.Ingersoll for $3.15. He also secured 
a lot of four smaller divinities of the same man- 
ufacture for $3. 

Among his other purchases were a primitive 
Mexican idol from Yucatav, a huge wooden god 
with six arms from upper India, several peer. 
carved deities frum the Marquesas and Friendly 
Islands. and a variety of African fetiches. 

During three days of the sale Col. Ingersoll 
bought between forty and fifty gods. The 
smaller specimens he carried away from the 
auction-room in his pockets, leaving the bulky 
and unwieldy divinities to be delivered by ex-

The British envoy is reported to have for- 
warded the English ultimatum to the Ameer 
of Cabul, and is now. awaiting the reply of 
that potentate. On the heels of this intelli- 
gence, and as indicating the temper of the 
Afghan ruler, it is announced that the troops 
under Suere Aur have determined to attack 
the British forees near Khyber Pass unless 
the Eritish take the initiative. 


A ticket has been issued headed ‘‘ Tem- 
perance Ticket.” Without authority it has 
upon it the names of ELI Smits, WILLIAN 
Atprica, O. L. Maxx, and James W. Srevw- 
ant. These gentlemen never authorized 
their names to be used in this connection. 
They desire to make the campaign upon the 
reguiar tickets upon which they have been 
nominated, and do not wish their interests 
to be jeoparded by any collateral issues.

The workingmen of Chicago are repre- 
sented as having a strong leaning toward 
Mur Lor, one of the Democratic candidates 
for County Commissioner, and pains are 
taken to make it appear that Muxwoy is the 
workingmen's friend. Wherein he is en- 
titled to this distinction it is impossible to 
perceive. His votes in the County Board 
have been invariably on the side of the Ring 
contractors. Is it a benefit to the working- 
men that Perrorat, Sxxrow, Hargms, and 
Waxxer are enriched at the expense of the 
County Treasury through the voting of ex- 
tras”? Are the wages of the me- 
chanics and laborers employed on the 
Court-House increased, one cent through 
the dishonest gains of the Ring contractors, 
whose devoted friend Mozror has always 
been? The contrary is true. Moor is the 
enemy of every workingman in Chicago who 
owns the cottage that he lives in and pays 
taxes upon. A large proportion of the steal- 
ings of the County Ring come directly from, 
but never find their way back to, the pockets 
of the workingmen. There is every reason 
why workingmen should not vote for Mx 
MorLor, the friend of ringsters and the man 
whose re-eléction Kern says he relies on to 
make the Sheriff's office worth having for 
another term. 


Just one year ago to-day the County Ring 
submitted to a vote of the people a proposi- 
tion to authorize the issue of $500,000 of 
county bonds with the purpose of applying 
the money on the construction of the Court- 
House. The Ring alleged then, as they al- 
lege now, that work on the Court-House 
must cease unless the bonds were voted. 
The people did not believe the statement. 
The proposition was defeated by a vote of 
22,000 against the bonds to about 8, 000 for 
the bonds. Nevertheless, the building of 
the Court-House went on, as the Ring saved 
enough out of the general tax-levy to 
continue the work when they discovered 
the people would vote them nothing 
extra. The situation is precisely the same 
to-day. The Ring now ask the people to 
vote $750,000 bonds, or half as much more 
as they asked last year; the same reasons 
exist for voting against the increased sum 
this year that existed last year. The control 
of the County Board and of the Court-House 
work is still in the hands of irresponsible 
and unserupulous men, and they should be 
trusted with no more money. The county 
revenue will amount to about $1,600,000 
this year, and at least $300,000 can be saved 
out of this to apply on the Court-House; 
but the only way to compel the Ring to 
make this saving is to refuse to vote them 
the privilege of raising more money on 
bonds. 


HOFFMAN HAS BEEN VILLAINOUSLY 
ABUSED AND SLANDERED. 

No man ever ran for an office in Cook 
County who has been 30 villainously and 
maliciously abused for nothing in the worid 
except doing his duty faithfully and ef- 
ficiently as Maj. Joun Horrman hag been by 
Kern's organ, the Chicago Times. 

Look at the facts : 

1. The City of Chicago pays the Town 
Boards two per cent on all taxes the Town 
Collector may collect for the city. 

2. The Town Board of West Chicago told 
Maj. HorrmMan that they would pay him 2 
per cent on the city taxes which he might 
gather in, and they settled with him on the 
basis of that agreement. 

3, There was placed in his hands city per- 
sonal tax-warrants to the amount of $253,350 
for collection. He went to work system- 
atically and perseveringly on his large, scat- 
tered territory, and spent a considerable 
part of his commission in advertising in half 
a dozen languages, calling on people to “ Step 
up to the Captain’s office and settle,” at his 
own expense. He also sent out circulars 
and postal-cards to over 30,000 delinquent 
taxpayers, stating the amount of each man’s 
personal taxes, and inviting them not te be 
backward or bashful about coming forward 
and liquidating, as the city stood in sore 
need cf money to pay its policemen, firemen, 
school-teachers, bridge-tenders, street-clean- 
ers, etc., and all this at his own expense. 
By these means and by throwing off half his 
commission to the tax-fighters in order to 
coax the money out of them, rather than lit- 
igate it, he collected the remarkable amount 
of almost 92 per cent, or $230,548 out of a 
personal list of only $253,350, in the scat- 
tered and widespread West Town, and at the 
same time 92 per cent of State, county, 
park, and town tax. No other Collector in 
this city has ever collected personal taxes so 
well and clean. In doing it he spent nearly 
half the commission allowed to him by the 
Town Board. 

4. But he is traduced, blackguarded, and 
denounced through whole pages of the Chi- 
cago 7'imes in every issue for ten days past 
for accepting a commission for making the 
collection. Not a solitary word of credit or 
commendation has he received from that 
libelous concern for the splendid manner in 
which he discharged his duty. He has got 
nothing from it except the vilest abuse. It 
tries to hold him up in scornful contrast with 
the wonderful Marx Kuta, who is pre- 
sented as the model and pattern for all Col- 
lectors to follow and imitate. KAI ., 
says the Daily Kern, “ collected the South 
Town taxes for a salary of $1,500 a year, and 
asks, Why did Horrman take a commission 
for his work?” Exactly. Now, Old Jingle- 
bob, let us see how your man did collect 
them for his $1,500 salary. 

The amount of city personal taxes placed 
in his hands to collect was $529,250, or 
something over half a million. Did he col- 
lect all of it? No. Ninety-one per cent ? 
No. Three-fourths of it? No. Two-thirds 
of it? No. Then half of it? Nö; not 
even that much. Well, how much, then ? 
Only 40 per cent, or two-fifths of it! He 
collected $211,700 out of $529,250, and left 
uncollected $317,750, all of which is lost to 
the city unless the County Treasurer can 
pick up some of it. He collected a smaller 
per cent—this paragon of the Tune than 
any South Town Collector ever did before. 
KnazL, who collected only 40 per cent, is 
extolled to the skies, aud Horrmanx, who 
raked in for the city 92 per cent, is consigned 
to the nether regions by the Daily Kern. 

Why did not Kunz, collect more than 
the beggarly, disgraceful sum of 40 per cent 
from the wealthy and compact South Town ?

He had no pecuniary interest at 
stake in pushing the collections. His 
pay was not contingent on his work. 
The more he collected the worse he would 
be off, and the less he did the less expense 
he would be at and the more he would make. 
Therefore he vigorously and laboriously did 
nothing to collect the taxes, and the result 
was that only 40 per cent was obtained and 
60 per cent was lost. | 

For thus not ‘collecting the taxes, but 
drawing his fixed salary to the last penny, 
the Daily Kern has resounded his praises 
over the city for ten days past, and devoted 
the remainder of its space and strength in 
lampooning and libeling Maj. Horrman, who 
collected nearly the whole warrant. And this 
is the reward a good and faithful officer gets 
from that smut-machine for doing his duty ! 


THE CONGRESSIONAL ELECTIONS. 

One word more about the three Con- 
gressional Districts of this city. The election 
of Col. Davis in the West Division and that 
of Mr. Barser in the North Division seem to 
be assured beyond reasonable doubt. In the 
West Division, the nomination of Mi zs 
Kno as the Demooratic candidate, the 
wide-spread impression among the Demo- 
crats that his nomination was not secured 
regularly and fairly, and the obstinate fight 
which Conpon is making as an Independent 
Democratic candidate, are circumstances that 
will undoubtedly overcome the small major- 
ity by which Harrison has succeeded during 
the last two campaigns; at the same time, 
the Republicans should turn out and give 
Col. Davis the largest majority possible, as 
the best means for making the district per- 
manently Republican. Soin the Third Dis- 
trict, all the circumstances are favorable to Mr. 
Barpezr’s election. The district is naturally 
Republican, and Mr. Barnes's nomination 
satisfied all the factions that might have 
been disaffected in case either Mr. Bars 
Tano or Gen. Leaxe had been nominated. 
The Democrats of the district are utterly 
demoralized by the candidature of a man 
who has not put in an appearance among 
them for two years, and who has not even 
been willing to come on here from Washing- 
ton for a single day in order to enlighten his 
desired constituency as to his views on the 
leading issues of the time. The election of 
Mr. Tree under these circumstances would 
be an unprecedented and anomalous outcome 
of a one-sided canvass. 

By electing Messrs. Davis and Barner the 
Republicans will gain one Congressman from 
Cook County. Will it not be supreme folly 
and very blameworthy neglect if this ad- 
vantage shal! be sacrificed by permitting Mr. 

It is not to be 
denied that the Republican canvass of the 
First District has been neglected in compar- 
ison with the work which the managing men 
have done in behalf of the local ticket; it is 
equally certain that Doorrrrin has been 
making a most vigorous personal campaign 
for months, and has left no stone unturned 
to unite the votes of the Democrats, and 
Communists, and Nationals.

BUTLER ON THE FISHERY OUTRAGE. 
A correspondent of the Cincinnati n- 


quirer has been interviewing Ben Burier 
upon the new phase assumed by the Halifax 
Fisheries award. The interview resulted in 
some interesting information upon the sub- 
ject, and in the delivery of an opinion,— 
and about the only opinion of that con- 
scienceless politician that will be generally 
indorsed by the American people. 

The statement of Gen. Burier shows that 
we have been hitherto systematically swin- 
died and completely overreached by the 
Canadians in this fishery business. Origi- 
nally they claimed the right to control the 
fishing within three miles of shore, following 
its indentations, but at the time they de- 
sired to forea us into the Reciprocity Treaty 
they assumed the right to keep our fisher- 
men out of their bays by refusing to allow 
them t> cross a line from headland to head- 
land, without regard to the distance of that 
line from the main shore, and this nght 
was confirmed by the law officers of 
the Crown upon an interpretation of the 
treaty which they themselves now admit 
was erroneous. As the Nova Scotians were 
anxious for the trade of our fishermen, the 
Canadian authorities consented to a license 
system, and allowed our fishermen to fish 
within three miles upon the payment of 
50 cents a ton, which, as we had about 
15,000 tons of shipping on their coast, 
amounted to about $7,000. The second 
year the fee was increased to $1 a ton, and 
most of our fishermen paid it, but the 
third year they raised it to $2 per ton, which 
would have yielded them nearly $30,000, 
had not our fishermen refused to pay it. 

Meanwhile we were forced into the Rec- 
iprocity Treaty, and, after its expiration in 
1866, the Washington Treaty of 1871 was 
relied upon to settle the disputes between 
our fishermen and the Canadian authorities. 
The provisions of that treaty are well 
known. The United States agreed that the 
Canadian fish should come into our ports 
duty free, that the Canadian fishermen 
should have the same privileges upon our 
shore from Cape May to Eastport as our 
own fishermen, and that we would pay 
whatever money award three Commissioners 
should decide as an equivalent for the right 
during twelve years, the period of the 
treaty. g 

What has been the result? Our fishermen 
have been ruined by Canadian competition. 
We have lost in duties upon fish and fish-oil 
$400,000 per annum, or, in gross amount, 
nearly $5,000,000. In addition to this, we 
have been taxed $5,500,000 for rights that 
afew years ago the Canadians offered at 
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$30,000 per annum, and our people thought 
it too Geat. Upon the top of this, the Em 
glish Government now offers a further in- 
dignity to our own by setting aside the 
provisions of the treaty in favor of the local 
laws of Newfoundland, when this very col- 
ony of Newfoundland passed a special act in 
1874 to make all the treaty provisions applic- 
able to it as well as to the rest of the Do- 
treaty, the 
Newfoundlanders have ed the prop- 
erty of our fishermen and driven them from 

where they are allowed to 
fish by the treaty, and the English Govern- 
ment not only but indorses the 
outrage, and this without even calling for the 
testimony of our fishermen or hearing their 
side of the story. 

Gen. Burzzn's opinion of the outrage is 
thus forcibly expressed : 

I hope that no money will be paid until it will be 
authoritatively settled that our fishermen are to 
have at least the little righte we get under the 
treaty for the foolish and absurd concessions made 
to Great Britain to get them. Our Government 
ought not to yield one iach, or pay one cent of 
money, untilthe British Government assures our 
fishermen the right to fish undisturbed by the law 
or mob of Canada; and then, before the money is 


paid, Capt. SuLtrvaw and his fleet ought to be fully 
indemnified out of the award. 


This opinion will be indorsed by the entire 
American people as eminently just, and they 
will look to the Government to withhold the 
money until the English Government guar- 
antees the execution of every provision of 
the treaty without any reference to the local 
laws of Newfoundland. Having been swin- 
died at the rate of $500,000 a year for 
twelve years; having been condemned by a 
packed jury to pay $5,500,000 for privileges 
that the Canadians themselves offered at the 
rate of $30,000 a year when they wanted to 
force us into the Reciprocity Treaty, they 
are in no mood now to have the treaty set 
aside to suit the selfish interests of a few 
Newfoundland fishermen. The English Gov- 
ernment must back down or lose its money.

AMERICAN PRODUCTION IN 178 AND 1878. 

The year 1873 will fora long time stand 
as a starting point in all comparisons and 
estimates concerning production, the em- 
ployment of labor, the value of money, and 
the growth or decline of national prosperity. 
The year 1860 marks the commercial progress 
which we had attained when the Civil War 
broke out, and interrupted the general affairs 
of the country; while 1873 marks the higb- 
est point of nominal prosperity under the 
system of depreciated forced money and the 
utmost expansion of the debt or credit sys- 
tem. To that point the advocates of 
cheap money refer as the acme of 
national and individual prosperity, when 
money was abundant and cheap, and credit 
so expanded that the manufacture and issue 
of bonds was of itself a distinct and flour. 
ishing branch of American industry. The 
downfall of that system, with all its disas- 
trous results, will always make the year 1873 
a memorable one. Since then the recovery 
has been going on. Five years have passed, 
and the last features of the depreciated pa- 
per currency are about disappearing. Our 
national money has reached coin values. 
All over the world there has been a general 
depression, and prices have not only fallen 
to the specie values known in 1860, but to a 
lower figure, not only in this country, but 
in all countries. 

A comparison with 1873 shows many 
changes. At the present time the dollar is 
worth 100 cents; in 1873 it was worth 88 
cents. There are 40 per cent more persons 
employed at all skilled occupations in 1878 
than in 1873, and the wages are perhaps one- 
third less; of ordinary unskilled laborers, 
the number is increased and the wages de- 
creased in about the same proportions, The 
cost of living has been reduced very heavily. 
The railroads and canals of the United States 
are now transporting Vastly increased quan- 
tities of productions for less money than 
they received in 1873; productions of every 
kind have increased in such grand propor- 
tions that, despite the great reduction in 
prices, the aggregate value of the sales are 
immensely increaséd. So-that, in 1878, we 
prodace more, sell it for more money in the 
aggregate, employ more labor at a greater 
aggregate of wages, and buy more of every- 
thing we need for less money, than we did 
in 1873. The New York Bulletin compiles 
a statement of the number of hands em- 
ployed in certain mapufacturing establish- 
ments in New York City and Brooklyn, 
showing the following results:

In the meantime there are several new 
branches of manufacture that have grown 
up or have largely increased since 1873 
which do not figure in this table. Taking the 
above table and converting the paper dollars 
into coin, the increased number of persons 
employed, and the present reduced cost of 
rent, fuel, and of all the items entering into 
the cost of living, the aggregate wages now 
paid will purchase more—that is,will furnish 
more necessaries—than was possible under 
the wages and employment of 1873. 

The increased variety and quantity, as well 
as value, of our exports of merchandise is 
one of the marvels of theage. Poor, in his 
Railroad Manual for 1876-77, estimated the 
business of the railroads for the previous 
year at 200,000,000 tons and that of the Erie 
Canal at 5,000,000 tons. The movement of this 
immense body of merchandise indicates the 
extent of the production of the country. 
That movement was still greater in 1877, end 
fufther increased in 1878. The sale and 
transfer of this mass of productions marks 
the rapid and enlarged increase of the total 
productions of the country. The gross re- 
ceipts of the railroads in 1878 are possibly 
less than in 1873, though the amount of busi- 
ness done ia vastly larger; this was only pos- 
sible by reason of the great reduction in the 
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cost of operating railroads. The cost of | 


transportation having been reduced, it has 
opened new and enlarged markets for pro- 
ductions, One of the first effects of opening 
the Erie Canal was to reduce the cost of trans- 
porting a ton of merchandise from Buffalo 
to New York from $100 to $20. It has since 
then been carried from the same points for 
$1.50, and from Chicago to New York a ton 
of wheat has been carried for $2.50. The

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low coat of transportation is one of the great | inherent 


during the period that has elapsed since the 
great financial collapse of 1873. The extent 
of that blessing can hardly be measured. It 
reaches to every farm and workshop, and is 
enjoyed by every man who earns the bread 
he eats by labor. But this great encourage- 
ment to production is by no means complete 
with the reduction of the rates of internal 
transportation. American products are met 
at the ocean with a practical embargo. The 
law of the land interposes, and practically 
prohibits the transportation of American 
products im American vessels, under the 
American flag. American products are 
forced by our laws to be moved to 
foreign countries in foreign-owned ves- 
sels, under foreign flags,—the earnings 
for carriage being paid to foreigners. The 
American is thus denied by his own country 
the privilege of carrying the productions of 
his countrymen under his flag, and is forced 
to employ foreign-owned vessels. Our own 
laws have excluded American merchantmen 
from the ocean and from the ports and har- 
bors of the civilized world, All appeals to 
Congress on this subject—to open to Ameri- 
cans the privilege of trading on the high 
seas and of carrying American-made goods 
under the American flag—have been spurned 
with contempt. The ocean is a closed high- 
way to American ships. Horatio Szymour 
in a recent letter discusses this subject with 
great force. From that letter we take some 
extracts, and commend them to the careful 


reading of all. He says: 

By our laws those who build American vessels 
have the right as agalust all the world to make 
those used upon more than 20,000 miles of our 
ocean coast and upop our internal lakes and rivers. 
All are content that they should have this great 
field of industry to themselves. But our iaws go 
farther and say that no American merchant shall 
buy a ship to be used upon the great free oceans of 
the world if it is built outside of our territories. 
He is told that such ship. although owned by one 
of our own citizens, shall not have the protection 
of the American flag. As we are not able to build 
the iron steamships now used as cheaply as they 
are made elsewhere. Our merchants cannot com- 
pete with those of other countries. Our flag, once 
found in the most remote harbors and seen more 
than that of all other peoples, is disappearing from 
the great ocean highways. Whoever will trace the 
effects of this upon the labor and trade of the 
United States will find that more than any other 
cause it checks the return of prosperity. It stops 
the sale of what we have and what we can make to 
meet the wants of other people. We have proof of 
how much harm anv tax upon trade can do. 

The city papers now tell us of reviving trade, be- 
cause we have sold to Europe so much grain, 
cheese, pork, and other previsions, etc., and that 
our exports are some three hundred millions more 
than our imports. The money for this has gone to 
the farmers of the country. To meet their wants, 
the merchants are buying goods; manufacturers 
and mechanics will soon be called upon for what 
they make; their stocks of woolen and cotton 
goods, of shoes, of farm-implements of all kinds, 
of sewing-/machines, te., will be in demand. 
They will pay out w totheirworkmen. These 
in turn will buy f of the farmers, and will set 
all classes of mechanics at work to repair or build 
their houses. The connected wheels of industry 
will be set In motion—each will aid the other, and 
the gain from our products sold will be multiplied 
a huodred times before their effects cease to tell 
upon labor anc production. Thus we see that 
when we lighten an unwise tax the results are dif- 
fused blessings on a great scale to every class and 
to every section of our country. It is true that the 
state of things in Europe made an unusual demand 
for our products. If this tax bad not been taken 
off, and but for the competition of more than five 
thous canai-boats, this European demand 
would have n used to put up charges, and many 
millions of busdels of grain would have been kept 
out of market, and every form of industry would 
have been harmed. 

Can we keep the markets we have gained for our 
breadetaffs and provisions’? Wecan if we can send 
to them without too much cost. Nay, more, we 
can widen them if the Government will not hinder 
our efforts, for never before could we raise or make 
as much and at as low a price as at this time. We 
ought to be able, therefore, to find new customers 
in all parts of the worid.@ We raise grain, and cat- 
tle, aud swine, and make cheese at a price so low 
that we can undersel] many people on their own 
grounds, and we excel in mechanics. If we do this 
we shall ina little time enjoy a prosperity greater 
than that of any time in the past. We have clean- 
ed out the channels of commerce it our on State 
of taxes aud abuses, and our vroducts go cheaply 
to the seaboard. But here they are confronted by 
the Governmeat, which has destroyed our ocean 
commerce, and which says that so American mer- 


“chant shall buy a steamship in the markets 


we world to carry these products where 
they are wanted. It is this fact which pre- 
vents sending our dairy products where taey could 
be sold at vrotit—onur Consula in different cities 
and ports say they are wanted, but we have tio 
commercial intercourse with them. Every mau of 
thought knows if we held to-day the same relative 
position on the seas that we held twenty years ago 
that we should at once have prosperity in every 
kind of industry. When we see how much we gain 
by taking taxes off of one line of canals, it is clear 
if our merchants were allowed an equal chance 
with thoee of other countries, they would find 
markets for all that our farmers raise or that our 
mechanics make, The class of men who hope to 
make gains by the wrongs of our navigation laws is 
very small, Those who build vessels for our in- 
land watets, or for the coasting trade, are harmed. 
For bome commerce is less when our foreign trade 
is crippled, It does not help the matter to give 
subsidies to a few ines. These only grant to small 
numbers monopolies of the vest routes at the pub- 
he cost. Subsidies will never cover the ocean with 
competing ships, looking for new markets and car- 
rying at the lowest prices they can afford. History 
shows that the nations which lead in the commerce 
of the seas control the wealth of the world. Euro- 
pean nations try to build up their trade by encour- 
aging their merchants, while ours hinders those 
who seek to sell our products abroad wherever they 
can find buyers, 


If the nations of Europe were to combine 
to exclude the American people from en- 
gaging in ocean navigation, and from carry- 
ing their own productions to market, how 
universal would be the protest. But foreign 
nations need attempt nothing of the kind. 
Our own laws, brought down from an age of 
ignorance and selfishness, forbid American 
ships on the ocean. Our own Congress, too 
ignorant or too indolent to investigate, per- 
sist in placing our entire foreign trade in the 


‘hands of foreign ships, owned by foreign 


merchants, carrying foreign flags.

6. To swear to his reports at the time and in the 


manner required. 

7. To account for all the ‘‘ emoluments” re- 
ferred to in his oath, such as profits on his car- 
loads of prisoners taken to Jollet, the dieting of 
prisoners, restaurant extras, etc. 

8. Neglecting to properly indorse his fees on 
writs and other papers served by him, the iaw re- 
quiring that these fees shall be classified and not 
** jumped,” as is his custom. 

The same authority has proved him to be 
guilty, in three eases, of discrepancies. It is 
shown that his fees exceed those named in the 
statute; that on writs marked served no 
fees are indorsed; and that he has kept one 
claim of $60, which the Board disaliowed> in- 
stead of turning the money over to the County 
Treasurer. So far as maladministration is con- 
cerned, it has been proven over and over again 
that his Baiiiffs, for whom he is responsible, 
have extorted illegal fees and levied blackmail; 
that he and his Bailiffs have been guilty of 
piacing professional bummers and favorites 
upon juries, as is shown by his own letters, 
which we have printed; that his Deputies are 
grossly careless and inefficient; and that there 
is not a paper on file in our courts that is prop- 
erly indorsed and returned. And uponthetop of 
all this we have Sberiff's KRRRN's own statement 
that he intends, if elected, to hold the office 
two years longer for corrupt purposes. Now that 
the charges of neglect, discrepancy, and malas- 
ministration are brought home to him and laid 
at his door, will he carry out his pledge and step 
down and out?

The cifeumstances connected with the case 
led the City-Marsbal . to | siigpect 
that the pretended small-pox was a ruse. 
So he went to work to investigate the matter, 
aud soon found that, on Suoday, Cone, the 
attorney of Mackey, had obtained a prepara- 
tiou of some kind at one of our drug-stores. The 
time which he speut in the cell is supposed 
to have been occupied in “whitewashing ”’ 
his client with this preparation, in oraer to pro- 
duce the skin eruption which was afterwards 
pronounced smali-pox. The Marshal has other 
evidence which leaves no reason to 
doubt. that it was a preconcerted 
pian on the part of Cone and Mackey, 
originating with the latter, to get up a 
smail-pox scare. in order to delay his removal 
to Oskaloosa, where the excitement still runs 
80 high that fears are entertamed that Mackey 
would he lynched if taken there now. The 
Sheriff returned home this evening, and Mackey 
will be allowed to remain bere for the present. 
He is uuder a strong guard.

A REMARKABLE TRAGEDY.

THE UNIT OF VALUE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. * 

Cm, Noy. 2.—Providence seems to have 
designed the United States as the field of experi- 
ment,—the arena for the exhibition of all the 
wild conceits and political vagaries of mankind. 
This is true in other respects, but more particu- 
larly so in politics aud finance. In regard to 
these two, this country has been, is to-day, and 
will very likely continue to be, the paradise of 
ignorant theorists and reckless, unprincipled 
demagogues ; because, in this free and glorious 
land,—as our orators term it,—iguorance is the 
political equal of intelligence. **‘ Where the 
carcass is, there will the eagies be gathered to- 
gether’; and, where ignorance has as much 
power at the ballot-box as intelligence, there 
will be the Eldorado of the demagogue; there, 
and only there, he finds ample scope for the ex- 
ercise of his powers; and there he reaps 
his richest harvest. No theory is too wild, too 
fanciful or extravagant, for the demagogue to 
propound aud advocate, if he only can persuade 
himself that the populace is blind and ignorant 
enough to accept it; and nothiug he can offer is 
too absurd and ridiculous, too baseless and 
visionary, for the ignorant to accept, if it only 
offers some grand scheme of gain. Loss and 
gain, or rather prospective gain, is the big 
string in the popular iostrument on which the 
demagogue plays his most effective strains. 
Propound to the unthinking a gilded and 
specious theory of gain as the result of any pro- 
posed political movement, and they will not 
stop long to analyze its mdral qualities, or its 
evonoimic or philosophic truth; but will grasp 
at it with all the iostinctive and fierce eager- 
ness with which the tiger seizes his pray. 

This, and this only, is the secret of the flat or 
absolute-money illusion. It -promises, as they 
understand it,—whether honestlv or dishouest- 
ly is matter of little consequence to them,—an 
easy way of paying off debts, freedom from 
financial embarrassment, large wages for labor, 
active business, great enterprises, wonderful 
development of the country, and, in the vear or 
not yery remote future, competence, euse, and 

aps luxury. Is it strange that meu with 
little or vo knowledge of finance—men who 
have never thought, and who have never had 
the means or qualifications necessary to think, 
correctly on the subject of money,—men who 
are for the most part grown-up children,—is it 
strange, I repeat, that such men should follow 
such a vagary! The wonder would oe if they 
did not. 

There is nothing, I believe, for which men 
strive so much, about the facts or philosophy of 
which they know so little, as money. The 
popular confusion of ideas on the subject 
seems to be a want of proper discrimiuation 
between quantity and commercial value. The 
popular conception seems to be, that whatever 
will pass current with the merchant, whatever 
wilt purchase property aud pay debts, is money: 
hence that bank-votes and greenbacks are 
money; abd, if they are, why may not all 
money be paper? and why burden ourselves 
with goid or silver? But jet me state distinct- 
ly that a piece of paper, no matter of what de- 
scription, never was, aud never cau be, money.

The dollar is taken and under 
stood as signifying value, but it has nothing 
whatever to do witn value. Dollar is simply 
the name of a properly-authenticated coin, con- 
an exact weight of five gold or silver.

medium of exchange results from the weight of 
pure metal, and not fromthe name. Remem- 
ber that Congress can’t, by any act or resolu- 
tion, make a given bulk of métal more or 
less than it is; and that that Congress, or 
the combined wisdom of the Legislatures of 
the world, can transfer to a piece of paper, no 
matter how elaborately it may be engraved or 
ornamented, is the nume, —aud that, common 
sense and experience teach us, has no value. 
Let me say, in on, that flat money, 
such as is proposed by its friends, is the most 
baseless scheme that or fanaticism 
bas ever proposed. It ig a practical impossibil- 
ity, because money must, of necessity, start 
from some given point, just as weights or meas- 
ures; that is, it must have what is called a unit 
of valhe, and that unit must be of its own kind. 
In asystem of weights, vou must bave some 
exact body or piece of metal, or other substance, 
fixed upou as the uvit or pound. It may be de- 
rived irom natural sources, Or it may be purely 
arbitrary, as the English pound is; but, nat- 
ural or arbitrary, we can't take a single step in 
determining the quantity of bodies by weicht tal 
we obtain this unit or stand of comparison. 
The same principle holds of money, and no- 
phantasy of disordered lial brams can overthrow 
it. Now, su > we had never had money, and 
had oaly dealt by barter, and were trying to de- 
vise a pian of facilitating exchanges, and wanted 
to fix on something as a universal representa- 
tive of property, or, as we sa ery y, & 
medium of exchange; aud Ben Butler. the 
father of the flat idea, old Bill Allen, proposes 
pieces of stamped paper.

SUGAR-REFINING FIRMS. 


Thirteen of Them Driven Out of the Busi- 
ness within the Past Few Years. 
New York San, Nov, 2. 

The |New York Steam Sugar-Refiving Com- 
pany have suspended business and propose to 
sell on Dec. 10 their large refinery, which coy- 
ers 30,440 sqeare feet of ground on the block 
bounded by South, Water, Cherty, and Mont- 
gomery streets. Four lots of that property, 
each 23 by 70 feet, are leased. All the remain- 
der belongs to the Company, which had a capi- 
tal of $400,000 invested in its buildings, wa- 
chinery, and ground. 

Mr. Charles G. Moller, son of the President of 
the Company, Mr. Peter Moller, said yesterda 
that the Company had always paid cash for all 
the crude sugars they used, and consequently 
got them on the most favorable terms; had done 
their work as cheaply ag any other refiners, and 
had made first-class goods only, yet they ultt- 
mately found themscives unable to compete 
with rivals in the business, whose superior suc- 
cess be could only attribute toa certain sort 
of smartness which they would not resort 
to. He declined to go into the particulars of 
that alleged smartness. 

Mr. B. B. Sherman, President of the Mechan- 
ics’ National Bank, who was President of the 
New York Steam Sugar-Refining Company 
before Mr. P. Moller was, said that the new sys- 
tem of refining, in which glucose, grape, sugar, 
and other adulterations are employed, would 
not be resorted to by this Company; that, cou- 
sequentivy, they found their business a losing 
enterprise, and it was deemed advisable to 
stop it. 

Mr. isaac Odell, President ofthe Mereantile 
National Bank, who was a member of the sugar- 
refining firm of Moller, Odell & Co., which 
went out of business several years ago, at- 
triwuted the deciine of the sygar-refining inter- 
est in this country to the use of centrifugals, 
and profcssed to know nothing about traudu- 
lent gradings or adulteratious of sugars. 

In the last few years thirteen large sugar- 
refining firms and companies have been driven 
out of the business: Messrs. R. L. & A. Stuart, 
Williamson, Griffith & Co., Greer-Turner Re- 
fining Company, Wheatley, Williams & Co., 
Bradish Johnson & Sons, Aldama & Fuller, 
Ockerschausen Bros., William Moller & Sons, 
Booth & Edgar, Wallace Shoemaker & Co., 
Moiler, Odeli & Co., H. N. Camp & Co., and, 
lastly, the New York Sugar-Refining Company. 
There are only two refineries in Boston, where 
there used to be six; nove in Baltimore, where 
formerly there were three; and pow the busi- 
ness is confined to thirteen refineries in New 
York and Breoklyn, two io Boston, two in Phil- 
adelphia, and a few minor concerns in the West. 


THE ELECTRIC LAMP. 


What Mr. Sawyer Claims as His Own Pat- 
entable Devices. 
New York rid, Nov. . 
A reporter of the World called on Mr. Edison 
at his workshop in Menlo Park and asked him 
for his opinion as to the Sawyer-Man electric 


lamp. 
Why, I have no opinion to give about it.“ 


answered Mr. Edison. “I don’t want to sav 


anything about it. If you want to know the 
history of the lamp you will find it in this 
book; and he handed the revorter Hippolvte 
Fontaine’s work on electric lighting, translated 
from the French, and published in London this 
year. In the chapter on lighting by incan- 
descence the author says: 

Laghting by incandescence has been studied for a 
long time, but its application generally presents so 
great difficulties that at the present day it may 
considered as within a purely scientific domain, al- 
though « certain number of apparatuses exist 
working moderately well. The tirst document on 
the subject is an English patent of the 4th of No- 
vember, 1845, and an American named King was 
the inventor. The invention had for its basis the 
use of metallic conductors or of continuous car- 
bons, heated to whiteness by the passage of an 
electric current. The best metal is found to de 
platinum and the best carbon gas retort carbon. 
. « » When carbon is employed it is useful on 
account of its aflinity for oxygen at high tempera- 
tures to cover it from air and moisture. A vacuum 
is previously established in the bell. ae 
Lighting by incanaescence and the principle of its 
production had fallen into oblivion when, in 1873, 
a Russian physicist, M. Ledyguine, resuscitated 
both and invented a new lamp which has since 
been perfected by Messrs. Konn & Bouliguine. 
Lodyguine used bars of carbon similar to graphite 
—that isto say, a good conductor—and thus re- 
solved the problem of electric lighting. The re- 
sistance of carbon is nearly 250 times greater than 
that of platinum. Carbon may be heated to the 
most extreme white heat without fear of fusion 
asin the case of platinum. The sole inconven- 
jence in the uke of carbon is that in combustion 
carbon combines with the oxygen of the air and 
thus is gradually consumed. Lodyguine avoided 
this by inclosing the carbon ina giass receiver 
hermetically sealed, and from which the oxygen 
was expelled. In 1875 M. Konn, of St, Peters- 
burg. patented a more practicabie lamp. But 
gradually the carbon rod breaks and the lignt dis- 
appears. Such carbon, which is about the size 
of that of a pencil-case, laste about two hours. 

Mr. Sawyer said to a World reporter that he 
Aid not claim this (the incandescence of carbon 
in a sealed receiver) as an idea of his own, but 
had utilized it in the development of other ideas. 
He claimed a form of conductor which would 
not only transmit the electric current but would 
radiate the heat produced by the incandescence 
in such a way that the globe would be heated 
only at the point where the light was. He had 
also patented a process for — the receiver 
with pure nitrogen gas and entirely displacing 
the atmospheric air. He had patented a means 
of so closing the receiver that no atmospheric 
air could find its way into the interior. The 
nitrogen, he claimed, would last forever. Be- 
sides there was a substance in the bag at the 
bottom of the lamp which would absorb oxygen 
and carbonic acid gas. Ihese, he said, were his 
improvements. One lamp had been in use two 
or three hours daily for three months until a 
sudden jarring of a door broke it. There has 
never been any flaking or change in the carbons 
used. The only change the carbon underwent 
was its pu „Before being lighted it 
was a dead black. After being incandescent for 
a time it took ou the silver-gray color character- 
istic of pure carbon. 

The subdivision of the light as produced by 
Mr. Sawyer’s system consists of branch wires 
leading trom the two main wires of the engine. 
Each of these branches is calculated to suppliv a 
number of lamps. The extension of the main 
wires necessitates an increased heaviness of the 
wire for each mile. In hguting this city a radius 
oi only half a mile from each supply station 
would be actually necessary. 
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| MURDER OR SUICIDE. 


A Citizen Found Dead in the 
Street. 


A Bullet-Hole in His Head. 


Shortly after 10 o’clock last night Officers Me- 
Hurh and Reid, while traveling their beats along 
Halsted street, were attracted by some one 
rapping loudly upon a lamp-post 
at the corner of Halsted and 
Jackson streets, and upon running to ascertain 
the cause they were informed that a man had 
been found lying dead in the road on Jackson 
street, about seventy feet west of Green. 
Running thither, the man was found appa- 
reutly lifeless, and Dr. Clarke, who was called. 
said that death must have ensued some lit- 
tle time earlier,’ There was quité « crowd 
about the plate, but the person who first’ 
found the body coula not be found, and 
cousequentiy néthing could be ascertained as 
to what way it came to be discovered. The 
body was taken to the West Madison Street 
Station, where, by papers and memorandums in 
the pockets, it was found that the deceased was 
D. B. Abrahams, keeper of a livery-stableat No. 
699 West Lake street, and boarding with his 
wife and one son at the La Pierre House, cor- 
ner of Halsted and Washington streets. Thither 
the body was sent. The son had been out playing 
billiards, and upon comibg nome had fallen 
asleep in a chair in the office. A messenger 
came in with a letter, which the hotel 
clerk gave him, and after he read the 
first few lines he burst into tears, and, exclaim- 
ing that his father had killed himecif, rnshed 
out of the room to inform his mother.

Holders of Indianapolis & St. Louis first-mort- 
gage bonds are informed by W. B. Cutting, ‘Presi- 
dent of the St. Louis, Alton & Terre Haute Rail- 
road, that the :mjunction against payment of in- 
terest on those bonds does not affect the right of 
bona-fide holders, but only applies to certain cor- 
porations designated in the injunction. 

The depression in Germany is said to be as bad 
as ever in those branches of manufacture which 
have been abnormally developed. The number of 
bankruptcies show no sign of decreasing. A great 
sensation has been produced dy the failure of the 
banking house of Haase & Son, at Chemnitz, Sax- 
ony. The amount of liabilities is 6, 300, 000 marks, 
and the assets are not sufficient to give more than 
8 per cent of adividend. As most of the deposits 
were among workingmen, it is in reality a savings- 
bank failure,

Government bonds were firm. The Chicago 
market bas been cleaned out of its stock of the 
older issues, such as thé Gs of 1881, and 6s of 
1867, and the class of buyers who invest in them 
figure so closely that the brokers do not find it 
worth their while to orderany morefrom New 
York. There i à very fair savings demand for the 
és, but a: the same time large amounts of them are 
deing thrown back on the market by capitalists. 
Very little of the interest disbursed on the 44s 
reaches Chicago, as tne holdings of that issue in 
this market are small. The opening quotations in 
New York were: 6s of 1881, 108%; 68 of 1867, 
106%, sales; Gs of 1868, 108%, sales; 10-40s, 
106% ; Se, 105% ; dys, 104; 48, 100%. 

Foreign exchange, ewing to an increased supply 
of bills, was a shade weaker. Chicago dealers re- 
ported considerable offerings of sterling and Con- 
tineotal bills, against shipments of grain and pro- 
visions. The posted rates for sterling remained at 
482 for sixty days and 488 for sight, dut actual 
transactions were % below these figures. 

The quotations for consols were strong at 
94 13-16, the Bank of Engiand gained $520, 000 in 
bullion during the day, and Board of Trade and 
bankers’ aavices from England indicated a recov- 
ery of financial confidence as far as panic was con- 
cerned, although the industrial outlook is gloomy. 
‘The loss of over $1, 000, 000 in specie by the Impe- 
rial Bank of Germany showed that the Bank of 
England was gaining by drawing gold from the 
Continent as well as by the return to it of gold 
drawn out by home bankers to strengthen them- 
selves. 

The Chicago banks were busier on account of the 
election holiday, which caused the pre-payment of 
paper not due tillto-day. There was a moderate 
offering of new paper for discount. Rates are 6@ 
10 per cent to regular borrowers, with special rates 
on some outside desirabfe loans. 

Country orders for currency were slightiy larger, 
im consequence of the movement beginning of hogs 
coming to market. 

New York exchange was im at 50c per $1,000 
premium between banks. 

Bank clearings were $4, 100, 000. 

The Chicago banks, the Board of Trade, and the 
stock brokers’ offices will be closed on account of 
the election. The day is a legal holiday in New 
York, and there will be no stock quotations from 
that market. 

Chicago gas stock was sold at 122%@123. The 
market is weak, though the sales have been alto- 
gether of stock beld outside of this city. 

Northwestern preferred lead the van of an ad- 
vancing market, with a rise of IX., to 74%. The 
common stock went up &. to 42. 

Wabash attracted more attention witb its gain of 
13%. to inc, than Northwestern preferred with its 
gain of IK. Wabash has deen one of the weak 
misters of Wall street, but wonderful) things are 
told of what is to be, in the near future. The re- 
ported combination of Vanderbilt, Garrison, and 
others to buy up the control is the basis of all 
these fair assurances, assisted by an increase in 
earnings. Opinion does not run all one way, ana 
points to sell bonanza ™ are as plentiful as those to 
buy. There is « class of old and hard-headed opera- 
tors on the street, who, taught by many bitter ex- 
‘periences, have learned to sell when they are ad- 
vised by insiders to buy. Wabash second mort- 
gage bonds unfunded were reduced Oct, 31 to 
$600,000, and more were funded Nov.1. The 
second mortgage matured Nov. 1, and its exten- 
sion isa part of the scheme of funding and reor- 
ganization. One lot of $50,000 was presented. 
and the payment of principal as well as interest 
demanded: whether suit will be undertaken to en- 
force payment is not known, but the suit seems 
likely to be unavailing when nearly al) the holders 
have come into the funding scheme. 

Erie was depressed, probably by realizing sales. 
The past history of this stock justifies the expecta- 
tion that even if in the lorg ran its course is up- 
ward and onward there will be many violent 
fluctuations the while. Tlie opening quotation 
was 20%; there were sales at 19%, and the stock 
closed at 19%. The exact number of Erie shares 
on which the assessment has been paid is not yet 
known, as the books have not deen made up. At 
the office of the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Company, 
President Ralston said that up to the close of busi- 
mess the assessment had been paid on about 270, - 
000 shares of common stock, and of the preferred 
25,000. About all but 18,000 shares have come 
into the reorganization and paid the assessment. 
Erie stock presented after the Zist ult. for the 
payment of the assessment has been rejected, in 
compliance with the reconstruction scheme. 

Western Union opened at 97, sold up to 97%, 
and closed at the lowest point of the day. 96. 
The New York Tribune is authority for the state- 
meut that a petition. representing over one-half of 
the capital stock, had been signed in favor cf the 
increase of the capital to $50,000,000. The sign- 
ers are Wem H. Vanderbilt, who owns $8, 000, - 
000, and is the largest stockholder: D. 0. Mills, 
who holds the second largest amount of stock in 
his own tame; Edwin D. Morgan, who controls 
more stock, but bilde less in hie own name than 
Mr. Mills; James R. Keene; Russell Sage; Jay 
Gould, by bis representative, Frank Work: An- 
custus Schell. and others; the first five petitioners 
representing over one-half of the present capital 
stock outstanding. and the whole list of signers 
owing $19, 000, 000. 

The critics of the proposed capitalization point 
to the results of the similar step in Lake Shore un- 
der the management of Augustus Schell, now a 
Director ofthe Western Union and member of the 
Executive Committee. The capital stock of Lake 
Shore was increased in 1871 under tne pretense of 
large surplus earnings. having previously been 
driven up to 120 im the market. it was subse- 
quently ascertained that the real earnings were not 
only not sufficient to pay a dividend on the watered 
Stock, but that they had not justified the dividend 
that bad been paid for years on the original capi- 
tal. The consequence was that the stock tumbled 
#0 that to-day 68 is considered a very high price 
for it. The stock has never rallied from the shock 
of 1873. The bears on Western Union are repre- 
sented by a large operator, who is reported as say- 
ing: This is not the proper time for such a move- 
ment, contraction ratner than expansion of capi- 
tal stock being necessary. If the movement is 
carried into effect the funeral will begin at once.

There was some big trading in wheat yesterday. 
One operator alone bought a block of .250, 000 bu 
tor December at 84 from one man, andſtwo lots of 
100, 000 bu each from another. 

The right of the Directors of the Board of 
Trade to suspend a member is about to be tested in 
the courts. Ihe susvension in question was only 
for twenty-four hours, and for a breach of eti- 
quette. There is too much hat-throwing and 
pushing going on during ‘Change hours, and it 
ought to be put a stop to. Whether or not the 
Directors have the right to suspend for breaches of 
good manners in this way is an open question. 

There will be no session of the Board of Trade 
to-day. Election business will take precedence of 
the produce business. 

No grain call yesterday morning! The rules of 
the Board of Trade prohibit trading in grain 
futures before 9:30 a. m., while the call was set 
for9:10. The Directors of the Board of Trade did 
not see it, and therefore the Call Board did not 
do it. But the matter is only laid over, not 
ta oled. 

The proposition to form a new grade of wheat, 
to be known as No. 4, is not regarded with un- 
versal favor. The grade now exists in Milwaukee, 
and in some other places, as St. Louis, but that is 
not necessarily a reason why we should have it in 
Chicago. The opinion of some of our best men is 
that it would be most satisfactory to leave grading 
into No. 3 more to the judgment of the In- 
epectors than now. @bolishing the weicht test 
on everything below No. 2. It is certain that 
some good wheat now and then gets into the re- 
jected bin because it is just below the weight limit 
on No. 3. Others think that if another grade be 
established it should only be a temporary thing, 
not permanent. 

The leading prodace markets were irregular yes- 
terday. Provisions again weakened. Wheat was 
stronger, corn demoralized, and bariey irreguiar. 
There was not much change in other cereals. The 
shipping movement was dull. British markets 
were firm on breadstuffs. but our receipts were 
larger, which counteracted the effect of foreign 
advices. 

There was a quiet market for staple and fancy 
dry goods. There was a fair movement in worsted 
dress goods, men's woolens, flannels, hosiery, and 
notions, bat the general market presented a quiet 
aspect. Groceries were in good general demand, 
and were steadily held, none of the articles in the 
list showing any quotable change. Coees and 
sugars were rather firmer. No changes of moment 
were noted in the butter and cheese markets, trade 
continaing dall, with prices weak all around. 
Dried fruits met witha good demand at very full 
prices. Fish were firm and unchanged. In the oil 
market there were nochanges. Carbon, naphtha, 
tarpentine, and linseed were firm. Lard oil re- 
mains nnsettied. Leather was moving with some 
freedom, and was quoted firm. Bagging was 
quiet, as were also coal and wood. 

The cargo lumber market was fairly active and 
firm. Two-inch was strong, owing to smaller re- 
ceipts, and other grades sold at recent figures. 
The yard business was up to the late average. 
Wool was rather quiet and steady. The late large 
sales have reduced the stock a good deal, but there 
is plenty left, and the receipts are fair. The sales 
of broom-corn continue large, but the receipts 
still exceed the shipments, and the market is easy, 
though not quotably lower.

PROPOSED CRUISE. 


Commodore Shufeldt Fitting Out an Excar- 
sion to Promote Commerce with Africa. 
WasHIneTon, Nov. 2.—Commodore Shufeldt, 
of the navy, now acting as Chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment and Recruiting, is in a fair way 
to increase his already fair reputation as a man 
of broad ideas, enterprise, and ability. His 
latest scheme, which will soon be fully inaugu- 
rated, is to open up acommerce between the 
United States and Africa and the South Pacific 
Islands.

Jeremiah Kennedy, who was Saturday convicted 
of the murder of his wife. and whose penaity was 
fixed at hanging, committed suicide in the County 
Jail yesterday morning by cutting his throat from 
ear to ear witha razor. Upon nis trial, it will ve 
remembered, he was proven to be insane, and to 
have manifested suicidal tendencies, and, with the 
carelessness prevalent in the jail management, the 
announcement will not surprise any one.

FLORENCE M’CARTRYKY; 
To the Editor of The Teib 

Cutcaeo, Nov. 4.—In justice m 
Jeremiah Kennedy, who took wn life this 
morning in the jail, I desire to few things to 
your readers concerning the eee. the jury in 
hiv case. 

The law of this State concerning the defense of 
insanity in criminal cases is found in Secs, 234- 
285 of the Crimina! Code, and is as follows: 

If upon the trial of a person charged with crime it 
shall appear from the evidence that the act was com- 
mitted as charged, but that, at the time of committing 
the same. the person so ch was lunatic or insane. 
the jury shall so tind by their verdict, aud by their ver- 
dict shall further find whether such person has or has 
not entirely and permanently recovered from such 
lunacy or insanity; aud in ease the jury shall Ond such 

reon has not entirely and permmanuentiy recove frum 
such innacy or insanity, the Court shall cause such per- 
sun to be taken to a State or for the insane, 
there kept in safety until shall have fully and 
permanentiy recovered from such lunacy or insanity; 
but in case the Jury shall nud by thelr verdict that such 
person has entirely and permanently recovered from 
such lunacy or insanity, be shall be discharged from 
custody. A person that be ,.omes lunatic or insane after 
the commission of a crime or misdemeanor aball not be 
tried for the offense during the continuance of the 
lupacy or insanity. 

The frst inference to be drawn from this law is 
that, in the State of Lilinois, insanity is a perfect 
defense, no matter how it is produced. Judge 
Gary virtually instructed the jury that, if Kennedy's 
insanity was brought on by drinking liquor, it was 
no defense. I do not believe that Kennedy touched 
a drop of liquor for months before bistrial. But 
he used a great deal of camphorated whisky forthe 
rheumatism, and some whisky was found in his 
house on the morning of the homicide, With a 
different instruction it seems to me that the ver- 
dict would have been different. 

In the next place, it will be observed that this law 
makes provision for the jury acquitting a man and 
bringing him in insane, but not for convicting him 
and bringing him insane. On the contrary, it pro- 
vides that an insane man shall not even be tried, 
much less convicted. And. by ~~ of reasoning, 
if a defendant is discovered to be insane during his 
trial, bis trial isa nullity, and will be set aside. 
Not only so, but aftertbe verdictis set aside he 
cannot be tried again until he recovers his reason 
and has been pronounced sane by a jury impaneled 
in the same court for the special purpose of ascer- 
taining that fact. The County Court tries insanity 
only for civil purposes, and finds a man sane on a 
mere preponderance of evidence, and, therefore, 
could never be permitted to influence Kennedy's 
chances for an acquittal. 80 Kennedy was never 
in danger of being banged. 

Your report says that Kennedy called me an ass 
for admitting that he killed bis wife and for setting 
up the aefense of insanity. If you will interview 
the Judge, jury, Bar, or spectators of the trial, 
you will bear some startling opinions to the con- 
trary.

THE COUNTY BOARD. 
TREASURER’S REPORT. 
The regular weekly meeting of the County Board 
was held yesterday afternoon, ali of the members 


present. 

The resolutions of Mr. Senne, looking to reduc- 
ing salaries, or fixing the same for the ensuing 
year, was taken up under the head of unfinished 


business and referred. 

The County Treasurer submitted his semi- 
monthly report, which showed that there was to 
the credit of the General Fund, $35,712; Interest 
Fund, odd indebtedness, $119,046; Interest 
Fund, new indebtedness, 541. 615; Court-House 
Fund, $1,595: and Sinking Fund, new indebted- 
ness, $111,216. The report was referred. 

A large number of bille were read and referred, 
amounting to a very lurve sum. 

REDUCIAG SALARIES. ETC. 

The Committee on Public Service reported on the 
matter of reducing salaries and county expenses 
generally. The report bas already been printed, 
and it is enough to say of tt thatthe principal re- 
ductions were recommended in the Sheriff's office, 
amounting to about $30,000 per year, reduciag 
the number of Deputies from sixteen to eleven, the 
pay of the Bailiffs from $1, 200 to $1,000, and the 
price for dieting the prisoners in the jali from 35 
to 25 cents per day. 

Mr. Senne was opposed to the report, and moved 
that his resolution reducing the pay of Deputies 
to $1, 800 and the price of dieting to 20 cents per 
day be substituted for it. The adoption of the re- 
port, he thought, would not amount to reducing 
salaries or the expenses of the Sheriff's office, for 
the reason that the Board had nothing whatever to 
say as to the number of Deputies to be employed, 
etc, If the Sheriff asked for additional) Deputies 
the Judges would grant them, aud what was want- 
ed was the reduction of salaries rather than the 
reduction of the number of Depaties on the part 
of the Board. 

Mr. Cleary was opposed to any reductions of 
anv kind in salaries. He thought the Deputies 
were worth $2. 000 per year, and did not want to 
see them cut down. : 

Mr. Boese said he was satisfied that the Judges 
knew very little of the public ueed in the matter 
of Deputies, and, judging from past experience in 
dealing with them, he was in favor of limiting the 
Sheriff's city Deputies to seven at 82, 000 per year, 
and fixing the pay of any that migut be appointed 
in addition at per year. With this arrange- 
ment, he thought the seven Deputies would do all 
the work, and the people would be saved consider- 
able unnecessary expense. 

Mr. Bradley was opposed to the report, and 
wanted it referred back to the Gommittee. He 
„ it was unjust to allow some Deputies 
. and others $600. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was in favorof the report, and 
said it was based on the recumnuiendation of the 
Judges. ‘To bis own knowledge, four or five Depa- 
ties were doing all the work in the Sheriff's — 
aud the others were loat He believed that 
seven men could and would ail the work of the 
Sheriff's office, and that it was wrong to pay 
twelve or sixteen Deputies $2,000 per year. when 
it was well Known that the work being done by 
five or six of them. There was no necessity for 
more than seven or eight Deputies, and he thought 
$600 a year for sinecure positions was about all 
that the county could afford to pay. In the matter 
of dieting the prisoners, he was in favor of the re- 
port, for 25 cents was enough, though be was op- 
posed to the idea of the Sneriff dieting the prison- 
ers or the county contracting with him. He want- 
ed the prisoners well fed and the bills therefor 
presented to the 

Mr. Senne responded that he saw no economy in 
the report. He was anxious to save the peopie 
taxes, but did not rd the report as tending 
that way. 1. xed the numder of Depu- 
ties, and the their salaries, afid if the saia- 
riee were not reduced there could be no saving, 
for the reason thai tnere was no assurance that the 
Judges, in the matter of allowing Dep wouid 
act very differently from what they last year. 

Mr. Wheeler was in favor of the report, because 
he thought seven men conld do the work of the 
Sheriff's office. and be wanted a curb put on the 
Sheriff in the matter, so that if he appointed more 
than seven Deputies the excess would be limited in 
pay to $600 per year each. On the dieti ques- 
tion he was in favor of the report, ana would even 
go for a lower figure. 

After some further discussion, Mr. Bradlev called 
for the adoption of his motion, which Mr. Fitzger- 
aid moved be tabled. The motion was noi tabied. 
and finally the Committee's report was recommitted 
by a vote of 9to 5. The vote was as follows:

KIDNAPPED. 
THE DONAHUE-HELBERG CASE AGAIN. 

Last May a German by the name of Heary Hel- 
berg, a poor. innucent, unsophisticated fellow, 
with no friends in this country, his family in Ger- 
many, received a blank gold draft for $500 from 
Canada, which had been sent by his father through 
the Bank of Montreal. He was then working for 
aman by the uame of James Donahue, a wagon 
peddier, who was making a sort of Handy 
Andy” of the employe. This Donahue, it seems, 
succeeded in persurding Helberg to let him 
take the draft fur the ostensible purpose of getting 
the same cashed. He got the money on it, but 


. neglected to turn it ever to the rightful owner. 


who of him to do so, and. by dint of much 
supplication, succeeded in getting about $100 of 
it, which was ovtained in drib‘ets, and this was all! 
he could get. 

About this time he became afraid of Donahue, 
who, he said. quarreled with his wife, and he left 
and went over to the residence of W. W. 
Strong, furniture-dealer, on West Washing- 
ton street. with whose stadle boy he had 
some slight acquaintance. He consulted 
a lawyer in the neighborhood, who advised him to 
have Donahue arrested. The latter, it seems, had 
sume fear of this, or heard that some action was 
goiog to be taken, and he attempted to kidnap the 
German. With two men he induced Heidberg, who 
was at the time sprinkling Mr. Strong’s door-yard, 
to go over to a saloon at the corner of Sheldon and 

dison streets. This was about 7 o'clock in the 
evening. There they took a drink all around, and 
directiv afterward Donahue and one of the men 
went out and got into a wagon which they 
had in tront of the door. walle the 
third man took Helberg by the arm and 
dragged him out of the Sheldon street entrance 
upon the sidewalk, Donahue drove the wagon 
around to the side of the builaing. when the three 
attempted to load the German into it. He resisted. 
They tore his clothing half off from him, but he 
screamed Help?!“ Murder!“ etc., which 
brought the saloon-Reeper to the rescue, and the 
three <idnappers jamped into the wagon and drove 
rapidly away. | 

A warrant was anges for the arrest of Donahue 
on the charge o ny as vailee. He was ar- 
rested by a Constable, but he escaped in some 
mysterious manner ahd fled the city, after he had 
drawn out of the Sank in which he devosited 
$1, 200, a portion of which was sup to ve Hel- 
berg’s money. The case was put into the detect- 
ives’ hands, and Officer Scott was detailed to work 
it up. The result was the captare of the culprit in 
Detroit, where he was living under the assamed 
name of Murphy. He was brought back to this 
city on a requisition, which was obtained with 
some difficulty, and was tried before Justice 
Salisbury. and bound over to the Criminal Court 
under bail of $700. A capias was also put upon 
him by the Superior Court of $500 for the debt. 
Donahne pat up $1,200 in cash as security for his 
two bonds. 

Since that time Helberg has been performing the 
duties of night-watchman for Strong at bis factory 
on Randolph street, sleeping during the day time 
at the residence of Eugene Havens, a crockery 
dealer, No. 332 West Washington street.

LAW INSTITUTE. 
THE ANNUAL MEETING 
of the Law Iustitute was held at their rooms in the 
„ rookery yesterday afternoon, President Her- 
vey in the chair. About 100 members were pres 
ent. 

From the President's report, it appears that there 
are on the sheives complete sets of every Federal 
and State reports in the Union; also large numbers 
of English, Irish, and Canadian reports, digests, 
and stautes. The magnitude and completeness of 
the library could hardly be overstated when it was 
remembered that its present fine condition was the 
work of only seven years. The active mem 
bership is 343, twenty-four new members hav- 
ing been admitted during the year, and 
eleven more by transfers of stock.

Decisions Announced by the 
United States Supreme 
Court. 


One Affecting the Law of Foreclosure 
in the State of Lilinois. 


SUPREME COURT. 


DECISION ANNOUNCED. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 4.—The following 
Supreme Court decisions are announced: No, 
24. Thomas Snell, et al., plaintiffs in error, vs. 
The Atlantic Fire & Marine Insurance Compa- 
ny, Providence, R. 1. Appeal from the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the Northern 
District of Illinois. Decree of the Court be- 
low reversed, with costs, and cause remanded, 
with directions to enter the decree in confor- 
mity with the opinion of this Court, This ac- 
tion was instituted to reform a certain policy 
of ingurance concerning property of plaintiffs 
su as to make it correspond with an agreement 
entered into previous to the issue of 
the policy. Piaintiffs allege a misunder- 
standing as to the interest intended to be 
insured; that Keith, one of the firm, intended 
to procure insuratice on the whole interest 
of the firm in the property, and that by the 
terms of the policy only *s individual in- 
terest was covered. The fundamental inquiry 
is, whether Snell, Taylor & Co. are entitled to 
have the policy reformed as to cover its inter- 
est. The Court holds that upon the evidence 
complainants are entitled to have the policy 80 
reformed as to correspond with the original 
agreement. 

No. 1. Washington Ford, plaintiff in error, 
vs. James Surget. Error to Supreme Court of 
Mississippi. Judgment aftirmed with costs. 

The question in this case is whether the owner 
of cotton burned by James Surget under orders 
from the Southern military authorities can re- 
cover from said defendant the value of the cot- 
ton so destroyed. After trial before a jury 
the verdict was returned tor defendants. pon 
error to the Supreme Court of Mississippi that 
judgment was atfirmed, and trom that judgment 
appeal was taken to the Supreme Court. The 
Court holds that the destruction of the cotton 
under the orders of the insurrectionarv military 
authorities in order to prevent it from falling 
into the nands of the Federal army was, under 
the circumstances, an act of war, for which the 
person executing such military orders was re- 
lievea from civil 8 

No, 4. Samuel C. Cooke, plaintiff in error, vs. 
The Commonwealth of Penosylvania. lo error 
to the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania. De- 
fendant in the cause refused to pay a tax for 
which he was liable under the laws of Pennsy!- 
vanis for selling imported goods at auction in 
the original packages, and for account of the 
importers. In the suit in which judgment 
was rendered against bim in the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania he defended himself on 
the ground that the statutes authorizi the 
tax were void, because forbidden by Secs. 8 and 
10, Art. 2, Constitution of the United States. 
The Court.sustains this view, bolaing that the 
State law which imposes the tax is void both as 
laying a tax oo imports and asa regulation 
of commerce, forbidden by the Constitution of 
the United States. The judgment of the Su- 
preme Court of rennsylvania is, therefore, re- 
versed, and the case remanded to that Court 
for further proceedings. 

No. 35. Emerson G. Orvis, appellant, vs. 
Nathan Powell. Appeal from the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the Northern District of 
lMinois. Decree affirmed, except so far at it fails 
to provide for the redemption after sale of each 
parce! of land, as provided by the statute of 
lllinow, and the cause remanded with directions 
to amend the decree by making an order tor 
such redemption. Costs to be paid bv appellee. 

No. 43. William H. Gifford et al., appellants, 
vs. John P. Helms, administrator, etc. Appeal 
from the Circuit Court of the United States for 
the Middle District of Tennessee. Decree re- 
versed with costs, and cause remanded with 
directions to dismiss bill. 

No. 2. Metropolitan National Bank of New 
York, appellants, vs. Connecticut Mutual Lile- 
Insurance Company. Appeal from the Circuit 
Court of the United States forthe Nortbern 
District of Illinois. Thedecree of Aug. 18, 1875, 
confirming the sale, and so much of the decree 
of Feb. 17, 1875, aa directs that sale be made in 
accordance with the practice of the Court, re 
versed, In all other respects the decree of the 
1?tn of February, 1875, is affirmed, and the 
cause remanded with instructions to set aside 
the same, and modify the original decree pro- 
viding for the redemption for the same in ac- 
cordance with the statutes of Illinois. The 
costs to be paid by appellee. 

No. 4. Baltimore & Ohio Raflroad Company, 
plaintiffs in error, vs. Oden Bowie. In error to 
the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. 
Judgment affirmed with costs by a divided 
count. This cause presents instructions as to 
what constitutes the dehvery of freight to com- 
mon carriers, so as to charge the latter with 
the loss. The particular freight in this instance 
was two horses, among which was the racing 
mare Australia, the property of Gov. Bowie, of 
Maryland, which was injured while being put 
upon the cars, and for which he recovered be- 
low $10,000.

MonTREAL, Nov. 4.—At a late hour Saturday 
night Peter Stewart, while proceediug along 
St. Constant street, was attacked by a villaiu 
who snatched his watch and made off. Stewart 
gave chase, when the man turved and fired at 
him, the ball lodging in his left breast. The 
unfortunate man was taken to the hospital. 
Stewart is Master of the Orange Young Britons’
